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SUBJ: CARAMANLIS’ MOOD 

1. PRIME MINISTER CARAMANLIS TOLD ME THIS MORNING HE HELD 
LITTLE HOPE FOR PRODUCTIVE RESULTS WHEN HE MEETS WITH 
PRIME MINISTER ECEVIT IN WASHINGTON. 

2. CARAMANLIS TOOK ME ASIDE AT THE AIRPORT BEEORE DEPARTING 
EOR WASHINGTON TO DEPLORE THE "ELOOD" OE PUBLIC COMMENT RE- 
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GENTLY BY ECEVIT CONTENDING IT WILL IMPAIR WHATEVER OPPOR- 
TUNITY MAY EXIST EOR PROGRESS EROM THEIR TALKS. HE 
REFERRED PARTICULARLY TO ECEVIT'S COMMENTS IN BRUSSELS 
YESTERDAY AS "NOW INTEREERING IN THE EC". THE REEERENCE 
WAS TO REPORTS HERE THAT ECEVIT EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT 
SHOULD GREECE GAIN MEMBERSHIP BEFORE THERE WAS "A REASONABLE 
DEGREE" OE SETTLEMENT OF DISPUTES BETWEEN ATHENS AND ANKARA 
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THE EC COULD BECOME "SUCKED INTO" THE BILATERAL PROBLEMS. 
WHILE CARAMANLIS DID NOT ELABORATE, BRUSSELS 
10311 WHICH 1 HAVE lUST SEEN ATTRIBUTES TO ECEVIT THAT 
"SUCH AN EVENTUALITY COULD LEAD TO INCREASED TENSION 
PARTICULARLY IF GREECE BECOMES A MEMBER BEFORE MAJORITY 
VOTING IS ADOPTED BY THE EC COUNCIL." 

3. IN CONTRAST, CARAMANLIS ARGUED, GREECE HAS SOUGHT 
SINCE THE MONTREUX MEETING TO "PLAY THINGS DOWN" BUT ITS 
EFFORTS HAVE GONE UNCOMPENSATED. DESPITE THIS, HE TOOK 
THE INITIATIVE TO REQUEST THE MEETING WITH ECEVIT AND 
WHILE HE WAS NOT PRESENTLY OPTIMISTIC "I WILL DO MY BEST 
WHEN WE COME TOGETHER." THE MOOD PORTRAYED BY CARAMANLIS 
IS NOT UNLIKE THAT WHICH EMERGED PRIOR TO MONTREUX. 
THEREFORE I DON'T LOOK ON MATTERS TOO DARKLY. 

4. CARAMANLIS ALLOWED HE WAS GREATLY PLEASED AT THE 
PROSPECT OF MEETING WITH PRESIDENT CARTER, BUT THAT THE 
REST OF HIS PROGRAM IN THE U.S. WAS OF LESSER IMPORTANCE, 
INCLUDING THE SPEECH HE WOULD MAKE TO THE SPECIAL SESSION 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

5. WHILE CARAMANLIS MADE NO REFERENCE TO THE GOG'S DIF- 
FICULTIES WITH THE DRAFT NATO COMMUNIQUE, SECRETARY 
GENERAL OF THE FOREIGN OFFICE THEODOROPOULOS DID. HE IS 
CONCERNED THAT THE DIFFERENCES OVER PARAGRAPH 14 ARE STILL 
CONFIDENTIAL
